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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hashimoto et al US 4,174,230 or GB 1 ,093,094. 

4. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 in the paper mailed 9/26/05 is deemed 
proper and is herein repeated. The amendment and remarks filed in support thereof on 
12/22/06 have been fully considered. These fail to place the case in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons: 

Response to Arguments 

5. In response to applicant's argument that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
wellbore cement, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in 
a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
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patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

6. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation wellbore has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v, Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

7. The prior art is seen to teach compositions that render obvious the claimed 
compositions. Applicants have not argued this point. The fact that the cement 
compositions of the prior art are not specifically stated as being "wellbore" compositions 
does not render the claims patentable. The cement compositions of the prior art are the 
same as those claimed and therefore would be suitable for use in wellbore applications 
as claimed. Applicants have failed to show or allege that such is not the case. 

8. With respect to claims 15-26 are obvious for the reasons advanced supra. The 
additional limitations directed to the amount of polymer do not render these claims 
patentable. These amounts are conventional in cement compositions and are within the 
scope of the teachings of the prior art. As such the amounts are prima facie obvious 
from the cited art. Applicants have failed to show of allege that the amounts claimed 
are outside the teachings of the art. Further, there is no showing or allegation of 
unexpected results with respect to the amount of polymer used. 
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9. With respect to claims 27-39 are obvious for the reasons advanced supra. The 
additional limitations directed to the particle sizes does not render these claims 
patentable. The claimed particle sizes are conventional in cement compositions and 
are within the scope of the teachings of the prior art. As such the particle sizes are 
prima facie obvious from the cited art. Applicants have failed to show of allege that the 
particle sizes claimed are outside the teachings of the art. Further, there is no showing 
or allegation of unexpected results with respect to the particle sizes used.
